Over the state a number of Georgia 
cities are going ahead with plans for 
immediate urban renewal projects. 
Towns both large and small are under- 
taking commendable projects with fed- 
eral aid, augmented by local resources, 
in eliminating some of their worst slum 
areas. 

Augusta, for instance, has received 
approval for its $2,117,210 renewal pro- 
gram and expects to be able to start 
acquiring property within three months. 
Two major projects have been approved 
in. Savannah and work will get under 
way right away. 

Surely Atlanta, which has some of 
the worst blighted areas of any in the 
state, can at least maintain relative 
progress with her sister cities ‘in this 
renewal program. 

Mayor Hartsfield now has shown his 
readiness to make an all-out effort to 
push this program with all possible 
speed. He also has indicated that some

They Want 
‘Major Voice’ - 


The joint appropriations com- 
mittee informally endorsed plans 
Wednesday to restore to the Gen- 
eral Assembly the major voice in 
drawing the state’s budget. 

Lawmakers expressed concern 
that this year’s spending would ex- 
ceed income by about $32 million 
and said it would be “one big 
headache” to prune appropria- 
tions enough to live within in- 
‘come next year. 

The committee approved a mo- | 
tion to set up’ subcommittees 
which will study finances of the 
various departments and draw 
legislation to give the General 
Assembly a greater voice in set- 
ting the budget. 

Rep. Robert Scoggin of Floyd 
County, chairman of the House 
App ‘9priations Committee  de- 
clared that he and other legisla- 
tors had acquiesced to the execu- 
tive department in the past be- | 
cause they did not understand 
their own powers in preparing a 
budget. 


LEGISLATIVE POWER 


Once a governor has made his 
recommendations on the budget, 
Scoggin continued, the Legisla- 
ture can do whatever it pleases 
with the request. 

“Any time I’ve ever been here, 
we've seen fit to do what the 
governor wanted,’ he added. 

Under the present system, the 
governor has about $40 million a 
year in the ‘‘surplus’’ budget over 
which he has considerable dis- 
cretion in spending. | 

By using the surplus fund for | 
such recurring items as teachers’ | 
raises, Scoggin noted, the gover- 
nor can commit future adminis- 
trations to higher spending. 

The matter of restoring the as- 
sembly’s power over the budget 
was brought up by Sen. John 
Langdale of Valdosta, who sug- | 
gested a special study of the | 
matter. 

LAW CHANGE URGED 

“The laws need to: be changed 
to give the legislature more con- 
trol over the budget,’ Langdale 
Stated. 

Rep. Hugh McWhorter of De- 
Kalb County asserted that “‘any- | 
thing that would put the control | 
back in the Legislature, that’s | 
what I’m interested in.” Scoggin | 
said McWhorter could have done 
something about it in the past, 
but the DeKalb solon replied that 
“IT trled but I couldn’t.”’ 

Rep. Ebb Duncan of Carroll 
County said that if a new appro- 
priations act is passed next year, 
a constitutional provision would | 
automatically allocate $20 million | 
more to the Highway Department. | 

In that case, he said, “We're 
going to have to cut the budget | 
some $42 million if we're going | 
to live within the income... Gen- 
tlemen, this is going to be one big 
headache.” 

STNDY GROUP APPROVED 

On the motion of Rep. Robert 
Stephens of Clarke County, the 
committee authorized a subcom- | 
mittee to study the budget laws. 

Other subcommittees were set. 
up to study the financial opera 
tions of various state depart- 
ments. 

On the suggestion of Scoggin. 
Rep. George Smith of Emanuel | 
and others, the subcommittees 
will be limited to six or seven | 
days’ operations so that the re- | 
mainder of the committee's al- 
lotted 20 days could be used after 
the fall primary. | 

At that time, Scoggin said, the | 
committee should meet with the | 
new governor-nominate to formu- | 
late its plans. Smith moved that | 
the subcommittee reports be with- | 
held until after the primary to’ 
avoid political entanglements, and 
his plan was approved. |

If it’s a good fit you want, 
you'll be trying the crisp, fresh 
vegetables for the summer 
menus. The summertime pat- 
tern of eating is all set for the 
cucumbers and green peppers 
that are coming from the local 
growing areas of Georgia. They 
are of excellent quality and are 
low in price. 

Mrs. Betty Alexander, exten- 
sion consumer information spe- 
cialist, reports that tomatoes re- 
flect higher prices this week be- 
cause rains in growing areas 
have prevented their harvest. 
Lettuce, however, is improving 
in quality and price for the 
food shopper. 

Flavorful Georgla cabbage 
rates as a good buy, and more 
ckra is in evidence too. New 
potatoes are in more abun- 
dance, while yellow corn sup- 
plies are down a bit, as the 
harvest season is shifting areas. 

Watermelons are a seasonal 
fruit—and this is the season! 
They are pouring into the mar- 


kets fast and furiously, and the 
quality of these melons is very 
high. Prices are at their lowest 
during the time when the season 
is in full swing. The same thing 
can be said for cantaloup too. 
The present offerings have a 
higher sugar content, therefore, 
they taste better. 

Many, many Georgia peaches 
are still coming into the mar- 
kets, at good shopper prices and 
high quality. Red plums and 
lemons both are at their low- 
price level. Seedless grapes 
continue to slide downward as 
supplies increase. Don’t forget 
about the cherries, they are of 
excellent quality and fair in 
price, and won't last long. 

The ‘‘what meat will we have” 
problem can be solved by using 
cold cuts. You need not always 
eat them cold, but broiled, 
baked or fried. Pleasing to the 
budget and having a long stor- 
age life, cold meats such as 
liver sausage, bologna and 
frankfurters are ideal as warm- 
weather meats.

Watermelon is good anytime, 
but Georgia folks know that the 
best watermelon-eating time is 
when the local melons come to 
market, and now is the time. 
But the popularity of water- 
melons is not new, for they 
were grown and eaten thou- 
sands of years ago in the warm- 
er parts of Russia, Asia Minor 
and the Near and Middle East. 
They were brought to America 
by colonists as early as i629. 
CAN JUDGE 

Contrary to what many peo- 
ple think, buying a watermelon 
is not like buying a pig in a 
poke! Although you can’t see 
inside, you can fairly well judge 
the quality of a melon by fol- 
lowing certain guides. Take a 
good look at the watermelon 
before you buy. Some people 
like to cut out a wedge or plug 
a melon, but wedging or plug- 
ging a melon means that the 
melon is not going to last much 
longer, if you decide not to buy 
it. 

Most people like to thump a 
melon for sound; and it is gen- 
erally assumed that a deeper 
thud is an indication that the 
melon is ripe, while a sharp 
ringing sound indicates that the 
melon is more solid, therefore, 
immature or green. This meth- 
od is not always sure, because, 
although the deeper thud usual- 
ly indicates ripeness as com- 
pared to greenness, the melon 
may be dead ripe or overipe, 
consequently mealy or flat tast- 
ing, or even so far ripe that 
it is in the slick stage. 

After thumping to satisfy your 
ego, check the following char- 
acteristics for quality: 


GOOD MELONS 


Good quality melons are firm 
and symmetrical. They are 
fresh and attractive in appear- 
ance. There is a bloom over 
the surface of the rind, giving 
it a velvety appearance. The 
lower side of the melon is us- 
ually yellowish in color, com- 
pared to a white or pale green 
color on an immature melon. 


Avoid watermelons that are 
fll shaped, for they are gener- 
ally of poor quality. Immature 
melons are hard. If they are 
cut in places, or have serious 
bruises or healed over punc- 
tures avoid them. Do not buy 
ones that are discolored or soft 
around the stem or blossom 
end, for this indicates decay 
that will spread rapidly. 

Watermelons are most com- 
monly thought of as a luxury 
item, without much thought giv- 
en to the nutritional value. 
One pound, as purchased, sup- 
plies 58 calories of food energy. 
Watermelons are a fairly rich 


source of vitamin C, and a 


good source of vitamin A.

for the surgical hospital unit 
in Griffin one day. The uni, 
which is a field hospital group, 
requires some nurses in its 
midst. And the Army adds, 
‘‘No Married Women Allowed.”’ 

So the unit was worrying— 
no nurses, no unit. 

But after talking with two 
Griffin nurses, the unit was 
rescued. Miss Margie Dell 
Pitts, who is the chief opera:- 
ing room supervisor at Griffin- 
Spalding County Hospital, and 
Miss Eleanor Joyce Chapman, 
relief nurse, began filing pa- 
pers to become Guardswomen. 

“There was a lot of red tape,”’ 
Miss Pitts admitted. ‘‘We start- 
ed in February ffilling out 
forms.” 


RECEIVED COMMISSIONS 


And they received their com- 
missions this month when a 
board of four officers approved 
their applications and deter- 
mined from their experience 
they were qualified to be grant- 
ed the rank of first lieutenant. 
Swearing-in ceremonies were 
held in the office of Maj. Gen. 
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Charlie F. Camp, adjutant gen- 
eral of Georgia. 

The Griffin surgical hospital 
unit, the only Army unit of its 
type in the Southeast, is stra- 
tegically located in the Civil 
Defense plan of evacuation in 
case of attack on Atlanta. 


The unit is authorized for 29 
officers. including positions for 
nine nurses and 72 enlisted men. 
More than enough nurses were 
interested in the jobs. But the 
others were either married or 
over the age limit. 


FOUR NURSES 


Georgia also has four nurses 
in the 116th Air National Guard 
tactical hospital unit at Dobbins 
Air Force Base. 


“I'm sure there must he 
women in Army Guard units 
in a few other places in the 
country,’’ said Maj. Doug Em- 
bry.

Senators (Any Kind) Can't 


WASHINGTON — Casey Sten- 
gel took an hour off for dis- 
course with U.S. senators 
Wednesday and told them base- 
ball’s conduct is impeccable. 

Stengel, the noted banker, oil- 


man, conversationalist and 
manager of the New York 
Yankees, didn’t say exactly 
that. 

In testimony that never
